The vilricleusé, alec. who 
ia scarcely less wicked than the womaa whose 
intention is te kill; bas ds0n treated with paternal 
gentlenass, oven wheu.she has done life-lour 
damipe to persons who bad nothing to do with 
hor grievances or hor grarrel. ; 

French prople whn saffer from conjngal ‘in- 
fidelity cannot say that the law places uo yeapons 
in their hand for their defence. ‘They are more 
formidably eqaippod in this rospeot than English 
subjects, for ths parlicular for o of faithlewsuoss 
of whieh they are tho victimais a pal offence 
in Franca, The Inw has bean framed, howaver, 
matoly in the interest of the man; the Hrensli 
legislator having hitherto refused ‘to admit in 
husband and wife an equal right of coutrol ovur 
each other's conduct... Sensters and dept 
hava always held fast to their sexual pi 
leres in this land of equality. Praotioally, 
the right of punishing conjugal infidelity - 
with iurprisomaent is never nsed except ‘ia the 
Jower social rauks or by pagpls who are quite 
yooklose of the world'sopinion: Howerar venge- 
ful a -wronged husband might fool, he would 
shrink from the shame and ridioula which such a 
prosseution wau'd briog npon him if he had any 
credit or reputation ‘to koop. ap. Those who 
have base obinfly benefited by this law aro the 
dramatiats—in a professional sense. They hare 
turned it to excellent purpose on the camic 
stage; for tho formalities insisted apon-by the 
Cade aro exceedingly favourable to cituations 
both Indierous and risky. As for . that 
clause which admits the principle of peounlary 
damages iu regard to ths conjagal lesion, it may 
be traty dasoribed a: a dead lvtter. ‘The french 
have never been able to resoucile themselves to’ 
the ides of fixing a pocavisry equivalent to a 
sontimental injury of ar iatimately domestic .
